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Letter To 
The Editor 


Dear Dave, 

In the past several issues of P.S. I’ve 
noted numerous articles regarding 
forming various present day benchrest 
cartridges. And, although I'm into it 
myself, | have to chortle and chuckle at 
how we've come (again!) full circle to 
benchrest practices of the 1940's. Dale’s 
recent, well done piece on forming the 
Waldog took me back to a piece by Clark 
or Wallack or maybe Dunlap on forming 
.219 Wasp cases — even down to 
fire-forming them in a specially re- 
chambered scraped out, old barrel with 
cornmeal, Cream of Wheat, Kapok, etc., 
since match barrels of that era needed all 
the ‘‘life preserving’ they could get. Of 
course, | was just a mere boy then, but 
| read a lot. 

Back in the 60’s when | was living in 
Dallas (and shooting benchrest with as 
tough a bunch of tush hogs as I’ve ever 
seen before or since), | spent just about 
all of my spare time in Ed Shilen’s shop 
and was mainly shooting a Shilen version 
2222 and a couple of straight .222’s. | 
learned early that all custom gunsmiths 
detested wildcat cartridges with a pas- 
sion, mainly because of their non-stan- 
dard aspects. The 222’ was one of the 
very few exceptions; Shilen’s version 
required only that a standard .222 
Remington reamer be run .090 deeper 
into the chamber, sizing die or seater and 
he had HS gauges to standardize with. 
Cases were easily formed in a standard 
.222 FL press die using .223 or shortened 
.222 Mag brass. The 222¥2 worked very 
well providing comparable accuracy to 
the .222 Rem along with enough velocity 
increase to constitute a definite ad- 
vantage in the opinion of most who used 
it. And! was satisfied with it — for a while. 

| kept noticing that whenever anybody 
did show up at a match with a .219 Wasp, 
they invariably finished well. And, that 
Red Cornelison always shot little groups 
and aggregates with his .23-40; Ralph 
Stolle did too, with his .22-45. Along 
about then, it occurred to me that maybe 
a composite cartridge of all of these, 
based on a case that promised long-time 
future availability was just what | needed. 

My eventual reamer design was based 
on the .222 Mag case with .005 ITPI 
body, 35 degree shoulder, and a neck 
length exactly the same as the standard 
.222 Rem. This latter feature was the 
suggestion of Allan Hall and proved to be 
very useful subsequently. Cases were 
very simple to form; run them into a 222 
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FL die until they would just chamber, then 
neck turn and fire form. It worked very 
well. Chambering with this reamer to 
accommodate the standard 222 Rem 
case also worked very well as did 
chambering for a .223 case with the neck 
lengthened by running it thru the 222 FL 
die to push the shoulder back. Over a 
period of years, the 223 case version 
evolved as my optimum choice as all 
around ‘‘best’’. | dubbed this one the 
‘223 MYF’’; it is very similar to some 
other successful wildcats. 

Which brings us to the present. | sort 
of sat back and watched the 22PPC not 
do very much. From a bench or two away, 
there is virtually no visible difference 
between it and the Wasp, some of Sam 
Wilson's earlier experiments, Ralph 
Stolle’s Short Varminter or Remington's 
BR offering (I've often wondered why 
they didn’t base this one on the old 
‘Remington Rimless’’ case dimensions). 
So, about two years ago, | ordered a 
somewhat modified 22PPC reamer from 
Francis having a 35 degree shoulder and 
a tad less body taper. Les Shimpf 
chambered a HV barrel with it, which shot 
well, but (Harold Broughton is right!), it 
just held too much powder. Les then 
shortened the chamber by .065 and! was 
surprised to end up with the same 
working load as the full length case and 
more velocity due, | suppose, to de- 
creased air space. We then shortened the 
chamber another .010 to .075 less than 
the original. Why bother? Well, this 
lowered the working load noticeably, and 
the velocity somewhat. I’m now using an 
unlimited barrel so chambered, and it’s 
doing very well. I'm also now using LV, 
HV, and UNL barrels chambered .100 
short with further reductions in the 
working load, and they too are doing very 
well. I’m not sure what the significance is, 
but the working load in this .100 short 
case is within 1/2 grain of the working 
load of the same powder in my earlier 
described .223 MFY. 

Published reports on the ‘‘Waldog’’ 
(.125 short version) suggest that its 
developers have re-discovered the wheel 
inasmuch as they seem to be using 
classic 222 Rem loads in a 50¢ cartridge 
case with at least $5 worth of labor 
expended on it! Well, it’s different, 
anyway.

The easiest method | found for making 
shortened cases from virgin .220 Russian 
brass is to shorten a conventional RCBS 
or Bonanza .22-250 FL sizing die the 
minimum amount necessary to size an 
appropriately shortened case just 
enough to chamber snugly using a 
conventional press and shell holder. A 
carbide tool makes this a fairly simple 
lathe job. The same thing can be done to 
a 22PPC FL die to effect the occasionally 
needed full length case re-sizing of 
shorter cases, but it does not do a very 
good job of forming .220 Russian cases 
because it does not support the body wall 
of such cases during shoulder push-back. 

Frankly, down South here, we find that 
grits is (are) much the best fire-forming 
case filler medium available. Provided, of 
course, it (they) is (are) of the right lot 
numbers; everybody knows that lot 
#3081 thru 3089 was BAD and required 
vigorous cleaning with a mixture of Red 
Devil Lye, Lydia Pinkham’s and Tabasco 
Sauce after each fire-forming. (It wouldn't 
surprise me at all to hear that a bunch of 
people have rushed out and whomped up 
a batch of this stuff, considering all the 
various concoctions I’ve seen on the 
cleaning line the last couple of years). 

Back to the shortened .22PPC versions 
for a concluding comment: From what | 
hear around, more than a few of these 
shortened variants become hard to 
chamber after each full load firing. This 
makes me wonder if there is an inherent 
problem in short, fat cases, or if people 
are simply pushing them a little too hard. 
A couple of weeks ago at Fayette, Ala- 
bama, | watched Jim Griffin fire a .1585 
heavy varmint, 100 yard aggregate in 
fairly squirrely conditions using a mild 
load so, obviously, it isn’t necessary to 
run them at absolutely full throttle. 

| liked your ‘‘man of distinction” 
treatment of my photo in the August P.S. 
MATCO ad, but | doubt seriously that it 
will do much toward increasing Tim’s 
barrel sales.

BENCHREST SHOOTER 


In the early spring one cool evening, 
while sitting up with a couple of friends 
(Jim Beam and I. W. Harper), we decided 
to see if we could establish a basically 
simple, yet equitable, formula for de- 
termining the benchrest shooter of the 
year. The key adjectives were ‘‘simple”’ 
and ‘‘equitable’’. We knew we could 
come up with a formula that gave rec- 
ognition to, for instance ‘‘top 20’’ plac- 
ings at The Nationals or The Supershoot. 
Eloquent pleas were made for this. 
Eloquent pleas were made for counting 
ANY registered match of either organi- 
zation with over 20 competitors. So many 
eloquent pleas were made that they had 
to be stored in a large cardboard box, 
labeled simply ‘‘Eloquent Pleas’’... . the 
darn thing was overflowing. 

But the contest HAD to be kept simple 

. the editor had no desire to be 
running around on Christmas Eve, 
looking for the results of the sporter class 
match at East Peoria on May 13, and 
meanwhile holding up the entire process. 
And it had to be equitable. It was easy 
enough to keep it simple. . . . | borrowed 
heavily from the rules of the original 
NBRSA Hall of Fame. They kept it simple,

and it works .... to the satisfaction of 
many, including the editor. ‘‘Equitable”’ 
was more difficult .... 1 am aware that 
there are some areas, such as California, 
or the Southeastern region of the NBRSA 
where they regularly have 50 or 60 
shooters turn out for their bigger match- 
es. But | walk a real tight rope being 
both IBS and NBRSA editor, and believe 
me, the last thing | want to happen is to 
have either one have any basis for feeling 
that | favor the other. | have friends, darn 
good friends, in both organizations .... 
and frankly | feel that if anyone thinks that 
there are any benefits for benchrest to be 
achieved from the two groups feuding, 
that person’s intelligence ranks right 
below that of a retarded troll in my book. 
Sorry, gang, it’s three matches apiece. 
Add in The Supershoot, the common 
denominator, the melting pot, the com- 
mon meeting ground. Go ahead, say it’s 
a ‘‘money shoot’’, and you don't like the 
money aspect of it. Friend, you're talking 
to the only guy to hit ‘‘top 20” in The 
Supershoot two gun grand agg this year 
who did not enter the two gun match. 
Why? Because: (1) it cost twenty bucks, 
and (2) | didn’t think | was good enough

in the twos” didn’t sound too earth- 
shaking to me. His lacronic reply was, ‘‘l 
mean at 200 yards, man’.

Reason you have not heard from me 
sooner, is that | have had no chance to 
write.

to find such things. When ARMS & the 
MAN was published, you may remember 
it fell off, (due to the military taking over,) 
so badly that some months hardly more 
than 5000 copies were issued, maybe not 
that many. | can quote just from memory 
the important articles that were pub- 
lished, and I'll tell you, right now, if you 
had every single issue, you would NOT 
read a line about either Dr. Hudson or 
Louis Ittle, other than some score they 
had made. You see at the time, shooters 
KNEW all about them, so WHY show an 
article about them, any more than you will 
find ANY ARTICLE in today’s RIFLEMAN 
giving the life history of some shooter 
who is TOPS at this time. 

| knew Dr. Hudson, Ittle, Chas. Row- 
land, Milton Earrow, and a great many 
more of the old timers, ONLY thru cor- 
respondence, with them. | never had met 
them personally. This correspondence 
was all filed away years ago. | own Ittles 
own Score Book, and it covers many 
years of his shooting. | bought several 
fine rifles from him. | have Farrows book, 
that he sent me, a few years ago just 
before he died. | own Dr. Hudson's book, 
as well. Not ONE of these gives any real 
shooting information, or tells very much 
about the men themselves. If | were you 
| believe it might be BEST if you con- 
tacted Mr. Hubelek. He knew the men you 
want to write about and could give you 
the necessary information. So could old 
Harry Pope, but you can’t reach him 
these days. Even Lucian Cary don’t have 
the data you want. While | do have it 
stored away, it is hardly available, UN- 
LESS | can lay my hands on it. Would be 
glad to help if | could, but that is the way 
matters stand. 

Dr.Hudson’s favorite Schuetzen rifle 
was the 38/55 Rem-Hepburn-Walker 
special, that | owned at one time. | got it 
from Rowland. You showed prints of this 
rifle and wrote about it in the June 1935 
issue of the RIFLEMAN. | later sold this 
rifle to a man in Utica, N.Y. At the same 
time | owned Louis Ittles favorite off-hand 
Schuetzen rifle which was a 28/30 
Stevens-Pope muzzle loader. This Utica 
shooter also bought that fine rifle. During 
the later years of his life Dr. Hudson got 
away from Schuetzen shooting and took

up the then Army rifle, the 30/40 Krag. My 
old friend Rowland and a lot more | could 
mention never forgave the good doctor 
for leaving the Schuetzen game, and 
taking up this damn Military Shooting, as 
Rowland called it. 

In fact, | had a couple of Ittle’s fine 
rifles. His best known shooting was 
however with the single shot rifles in 22 
Long rifle caliber. In his prime no man in 
this country could hold a candle to Ittle, 
on anindoor range, shooting off hand, the 
free style, on the tiny bulls eye targets. 
Never-the-less his own score book 
shows that he made a WORLD’S RE- 
CORD of ten shots off hand at 200 yds, 
in competition, (I'll be glad to give you the 
EXACT date on this, when | check data 
in my shop in the morning, via post card,) 
with the 28/30 Pope M/L1| got from him. 
His average for ten consecutive shots 
was 242. At the time 240 stood as the 
Official record. This mister was some 
shooting, getting enough into the 25 ring 
at 200 yds so his AVERAGE was OVER 
24 points each shot. | believe his last few 
shots were 25's. I'll be glad to COPY this 
data on a postal and mail it to you to- 
morrow. Does the above help out any??? 
Mr. Ittle wrote me that the reason he did 
BETTER with the 28/30 in off-hand work, 


than when he tried the 32/40 or 38/55 was 
that the LIGHTER recoil of the 28/30 did 
not disturb him so much. His address last 
time | heard from him was, L.P. Ittie, 3634 
California Ave., Pittsburgh, Pa. He may 
still be alive. | have had no word from him 
in several years. | believe in strictly rest 
shooting Ittle favored the 38/55 cal, al- 
though he did MIGHTY fine shooting with 
his off-hand 28/30 Pope rifle, at bench 
rest. 

Dr. Hudson’s book was merely a 
treatise on Military Rifle Shooting with 
the 30/40 Krag. A lot of us were sorry he 
did not devote several chapters to 
Schuetzen shooting, in the same book. | 
have a lot of letters from Dr. Mann and 
old man Skinner, of Hoosic Falls, in fact 
H.P. Dean wants me to GATHER them 
together for a book he believes will be 
valuable. Hudson used to visit Rowland 
stopping off on his way back and forth 
going to the West Coast. In fact it was 
while visiting Rowland that he met Geo. 
C. Schoyen, in Denver, for Rowland got 
Schoyen to THROAT the Doctors 38/55 
Walker barrel so it would take the Hudson 
310 gr. bullet. Remember the old issues 
of Ideal Hand Book told how cheaply 
Schoyen did this work. I'll give you the 
page and number of hand book having 
this data, on a postal, later. You see 
Rowland wrote me, all about this, years

ago. | have the COPIES of a LOT of 
correspondence that took place between 
Pope and Rowland, when old Harry was 


» making Rowlands one barrels. This was 


BEFORE, and not after Pope went to 
work with Stevens. The earthquake in 
San Francisco, in April of 1906 came on 
the very day that Pope had expected to 
open his new gun shop, on the West 
Coast. Harry lost EVERYTHING he 
owned that day, and if it had not been for 
Rowland sending Pope money to get 
back east again, NO telling where Pope 
would have landed. Mister, Pope himself 
told about this, NOT Rowland. | own a 
mould right now that makes a perfect 200 
gr 32/40 bullet, When | showed Pope a 
bullet from this mould, when | met him at 
the Walnut Hill matchs, on July 17th, 
1938, (you were there also) he said.... 
“*"**Where in hell did you get that 
bullet,” ’’ ’’??? When | told him | got it by 
casting it in one of Popes moulds, (that 
| got from Rowland, as Rowland said this 
mould would not then make a bullet to FIT 
his old 32/40 Pope M/L bbl.), old Harry 
shook his head from side to side, and he 
had a faroff look in his eyes. Finally, he 
TOLD ME, not to EVER dispose of that 
mould, for ANY AMOUNT OF MONEY. 

Naturally, | wanted to know the reason 
for that, and Pope then told me he could 
NEVER MAKE ANOTHER LIKE IT. He 
claimed the bullets as cast from THIS 
PARTICULAR MOULD were the ones 
Rowland had USED in making the famous 
ten shot 200 yd group that Pope used in 
his own advertising. (Shooting was done 
on May 16th, 1901, | believe, from 
memory.) When | asked Pope why he 
could NOT make another mold just like it, 
he said, ‘‘ ‘‘ ‘‘simply because that 
damned REAMER, or | believe he used 
the word CHERRY, was LOST along with 
my other tools in that San Francisco 
earthquake.”’

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Mr. Hankins now owns the rifle that 
made the fine 200 yd machine rest group, 
but | own the mould that cast the very 
bullets Rowland used in that shooting. 
Also | own the fine stock that was THEN 
on that rifle, as Sam Clark can tell you. 
Later, as above mentioned Pope did 
make Rowland another good 32/40 mold, 
but it was from another cherry which was 
a hair larger, in diam. and also the 
grooves were a little different, as well. 
After | am gone, I'll see that Sam Clark 
gets this fine old mould. It is in perfect 
shape as it was used but very little, as 
good molds last a long time, in rest 
shooting experimenting. 

| have correspondence that SHOWS 
Rowland really had intended that this one 
rifle that Hankins now owns should be 
delivered into my hands, after he was 
gone. He sent me a fine PRINT of this 
rifle, that Clark has seen recently. It 
certainly pained Rowland that NEITHER 
his son or grand children EVER took very 
much interest in shooting matters. But 
Rowland died very suddenly, and when 
Mr. Hankins showed up, after the funeral, 
Mrs. Rowland took his first offer for ALL 
that was left of the Rowland outfit, as she 
wanted to close up the house at once, 
and go to live with her daughter then 
living in Ft. Collins, Col. Evidently it was 
easier for Mrs. Rowland to sell the rifle 
than to see that it was shipped to me, but 
again, in the confusion, etc. at the time 
of the funeral, she may have forgotten 
entirely that | was supposed to receive 
the rifle. 

| really must close as it is late, and | 
have to get up early in the A.M. | have 
taken the time | had planned to write to 
Clark, so will have to see that | write him 
on Monday. Thanks for any mention you 
give me in your book. I'll Keep looking for 
more data for you, and may have 
something else you can use in a few days. 
| most forgot J.D. Kelly made his repu- 
tation as a REST Shooter, while Will 
Hayes was the high man, in off-hand 
shooting. My old uncle told me that one 
time he saw Hayes win a match, at some 
place in New Jersey, it might have been 
Union City, N.J. firing 100 shots at 200 
yds, and he used aPERCUSSION muzzle 
loader of around 32 cal. made by Geo. 
Shalke. It was a HEAVY outfit and called 
for PLENTY of endurance, to say nothing 
of loading a strictly muzzle loading rifle. 
Hayes used to beat the pants off W. 
Milton Farrow, even when Farrow WAS 
the best shot, simply on account of the 
way Hayes would worry Farrow and get 
his GOAT, during a match. Not very 
sportsmanlike, but that was the way it 
was.

‘factory’. | guess that | just about 
crawled inside the first fifty or so, trying 
to see what was in there that made them 
shoot so well. | have also installed a 
bushel basket of Shilen barrels in my day. 
| must confess that | have seen Hart 
barrels that | would choose over other 
Hart barrels . . . . only difficulty in it allis, 
| would not put my money down on the 
table as to which one would shoot better 
than the other, IF BOTH WERE IN- 
STALLED IN THE SAME ACTION. 

A few Hart culls have always been in 
circulation, given to friends of Hart, and 
| might add, all without charge; given to 
close friends prone to experimentation 
and other eccentricities. Most of the Hart 
culls that | have seen were barrels that, 
in lapping to get a proper surface, the size 
became larger than Hart’s acceptance 
standards. | do have a cull that Clyde Hart 
gave me to prove that a STRAIGHT 
barrel was not necessary. This particular 
barrel has two hooks in it, a curve, then 
another hook, this one right at the muzzle 
end. In the very same shipment, Clyde 
sent out another barrel, specially se- 
lected for straightness, as well as uni- 
formity of groove size. . . .as close to the 
phrase ‘‘Select Match”’ as he could make 
one. 

| put the multi-curved barrel on a 
Remington #722 action, and the straight 
one on a Weber; the curved one was 
stocked with pieces of scrap wood glued 
together .... the Weber went into a 
Fajen Olympic Bench Rest Stock, re- 
garded as the best available at that time. 

Al Hobbs shot the curved barrel rifle for 
two years, and as | remember . . . . never 
placed below fifth place at any West 
Coast match, be it large match or small 
match .... and there were several 
outright wins for Alin that two year skein. 
The straight Hart barrel, on the Weber, 
was shot by me, and did not do nearly as 
well. Of course, young Al had a pretty 
good pair of eyes back then. 

As a specialist in metal work, when 
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someone complains that his rifle is not 
shooting up to his expectations, | am 
most likely to send him to Dave Saito. 
Dave has a way with stocks that seems 
to make a barrel look good. He helps my 
work a lot! 

There are no gunmakers of my ac- 
quaintance that seriously claim to do 
perfect work. Most, like Elliott, catch their 
errors before they leave the shop, and a 
man’s ability to catch his errors has more 
to do with his quality than anything else. 

The benchrest rifle should be looked at 
as a package. Each part of the package 
should SING; when it does so ‘“‘in tune’, 
you have a great barrel. When it cuts 
loose with a squawk, your great barrel 
needs tuning. THERE IS NO MAGIC IN 
SHOOTING. IT IS JUST A MATTER OF 
MATHEMATICS, MECHANICAL ABIL- 
ITY, AND A LOT OF SWEAT BY DED- 
ICATED PEOPLE. 

When a fellow’s rifle doesn’t shoot, and 
he comes through our shop door looking 
as if his mistress had just left him for a 
gay bartender, his first statement is 
always ‘‘check the barrel’. Anybody who 
has been around gunsmithing for a while 
has seen all the cases that |have....a 


barrel with visible sulphur spots, and it 
whips any .30 caliber big-bore rifle that it 
shoots against .... a curved barrel, 
cleans up the benchrest matches; only 
effect is that at 100 yards it shoots 18” 
low and 18” left, from the colimnator.... 
the oversize .224 and .308 barrels that 
shoot so well that the owner keeps them 
for checking bullet quality .... 

The match winning shooters of my 
acquaintance will, when a barrel wears 
out, just send in an order for another 
barrel. | have had shooters from other 
parts of the country order Harts, 
MATCO, Shilen, and Atkinson barrels, 
and when properly installed, they con- 
tinue to win... . soit is not now a case, 
as we had back in the early days, when 
certain people got a barrelmaker’s GOOD 
barrels .... today’s makers are darn 


proud of their barrels, and their name on 


those barrels. 

Let’s not start that thing up again that 
was typical of its day, back in 1950, when 
a top-flight benchrest shooter would 
order ten barrels, fit them all up, and test 
each one... . and then sell off the ones 


that did not ‘‘shoot’’. That would be both 
a financial loss and an insult to some fine 
barrelmakers of today.

Skip Gordon, who has 
a shoulder problem, finds he can handle 
higher levels of recoil with The Eliminator. 
These pads are fastened under a 
shooting coat, trap vest, or shirt. Four 
types are available: a 1/4” thick model for 


trap and skeet which also works very well 
for lower levels of recoil such as 6MM; a 
1/2” model that tames magnum shotguns 
and rifles; a 1/8” for trap and skeet; and 
a 1/8” model which is installed on the 
comb to save the cheek some misuse.

Friend Fred Huntington sent along his 
newest die lubricant this past summer. It 
is a thin grease, light in color that will not 
dirty your hands or clothes. Fred 
recommends that, when sizing, it should 
be applied to the case base to shoulder, 
none on the shoulder, and very little on 
the neck. This lub eases the cases ir and 
out easily. | applied a very thin coat ona 
case lub pad with a brush and it has done 
a fine job. If you can see it on the case, 
you have used too much. A little goes a 
long way and after use, it is easy to clean 
off the brass. See your dealer and have 
him order some for you. We have used it 
also for case forming such as the .30 
Herrett and .357 Herrett with good 
SUCCESS. 

When reloading and full length resizing 
for our big bore rifles, we often have a 
problem with the high forces when we 
start the case out of the die and over the 
sizing button. A lot of this can be eli- 
minated by brushing out the carbon 
within the neck before sizing. However, 
there are often times when this brushing 
doesn’t eliminate the forces and 
stretching of the neck as the case is 
pulled down over the sizing button. Try 
this: With a very light coating of Hunt- 
ington’s Lub on the lub pad, roll the neck 
cleaning brush over the pad and then in 
and out the inside of the case neck. If you 
can see grease inside the neck, the 
deposit on the brush is too great. When 
done properly, the bullet will be held with 
proper force and the sizing operation 
becomes a breeze. There’s a good 
chance that this procedure will offer more 
uniform neck tension on the bullet also, 
which helps accuracy.

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MATCH STRATEGY

Editor’s Comments: The upcoming book, ‘‘The Search for Rifle Accuracy”’ (the project 
is very much alive; | will have a report on the book and its status in the December issue) 
has several articles that | feel will be landmark basic articles. We had a fine contribution 
from Allie Euber, and | have shamelessly stolen a part of it for P.S., because reading 
it has greatly helped my match shooting. Hope you benefit also. 


I’ve learned much about shooting from 
the practices of observing, and talking to 
other shooters. But | must give the bulk 
of the credit to a very fine person. Myles 
Hollister not only is a champion shooter, 
but also a tremendous person, with 
values and standards which are rarely 
found today. 

| feel that the most important need 
which a benchrest shooter has is to have 
a rifle that will consistently shoot under 
a quarter minute of angle. By this | mean 
a rifle with the potential to fire groups ‘‘in 
the zeroes’’. But its flyers are not over a 
quarter minute of angle, unless a 
condition or a shooter error caused it to 
stray that far. | also believe that this 
standard of accuracy from a rifle is not 
that easy to come by, as a lot of individual 
factors must be right to reach this level. 
The hard thing is to keep it shooting with 
this accuracy, and furthermore, to rec- 
ognize that point in time when you no 
longer have this level of accuracy. 

It is hard to know when a rifle (which 
has met this level of excellence pre- 
viously) is no longer performing properly, 
as there are so many variables to deal 
with. Usually when a shooter loses a 
shot, he can look and find an indicator 
(such as wind flags) that says he lost it 
to an identifiable condition.

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However, when a rifle is really per- 
forming well, you will see, many times, 
that the flags changed just as you were 
squeezing off the shot, and as the rifle is 
recoiling, you are telling yourself, ‘‘got 
caught on that one; I’ve just blown the 
group to blazes”... . and yet when you 
look through the scope, the shot is in the 
group. A fine tuned rifle, when it’s really 
shooting will cut the conditions, and do a 
lot of the work for you. | suspect that 
statement is scientifically unsound, but 
speak to a dozen top level shooters... . 
you'll be surprised how many of them will 
swear up and down that it’s true.... 
scientifically unsound or not. 

This kind of rifle, and rifle accuracy are 
needed if you expect or hope to win 
today. There are several of these rifles on 
the line in any of our large matches. 
Today it is rare, indeed very rare, to see 
even a great shooter win with just an 
average shooting rifle. . . . it’s likely that 
he's there with a rifle whose accuracy 
level will at least match his shooting 
ability .... and probably will exceed it. 

When my rifle is really performing well, 
and | have faith in it, | can do what | call 
mapping out the range conditions. This 
takes several sighters, but | feel that they 
pay big dividends. This is usually best 
done on the warm-up target, or in testing 


before the match starts. 

What | do is try to shoot the prevailing 
condition, holding in the same place. If the 
wind is blowing from left to right, I'll fire 
three shots in that condition, and see how 
they group. Then, I'll wait for a reverse, 
and shoot three shots with the wind 
blowing from right to left, and see how 
they group. If there is a head wind or a 
tail wind around, I'll try them for the same 
three shot tests. From this testing, | can 
usually determine which condition allows 
the smallest group to be shot in. At the 
same time, as a bit of a bonus, | also get 
an idea how far to hold off, and in what 
direction, if | have to finish a group in a 
condition different than the one that | 
started in. 

However, sometimes a condition that 
allows you to shoot nice small groups just 
doesn't stay around long enough. Or it 
may not be stable, and doesn’t come 
back enough in the seven minutes that we 
have as a time limit for the record shots 
of a group. 

So then | try to determine what the 
prevailing condition is, and will be, on the 
range the majority of the time. Once that 
prevailing condition is determined, then | 
will map it out in a similar way. | will check’ 
different angles and velocities of the 
prevailing condition, to try to learn where 
the potential for the smallest group might 
be. 
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Memory is important when mapping 
conditions, so as to know where to hold 
without using a sighter. A bit of luck helps 
also. 

There are several shooting styles 
which have worked for many good 
shooters. However, | personally feel that 
a consistently good shooter has to be 
versatile, and change his styles as 
conditions dictate. There are times when 
a shooter should shoot fast, and probably 
finish his group in thirty seconds. There 
are times when conditions rotate, and a 
shooter should pick a condition, and then 
wait as necessary for it to return. There 
are other times when the wind is 
switching direction rapidly, and the 
velocity of the wind is also constantly 
changing. Under these circumstances, 
considerable testing of condition 
changes on the sighter, trying to re- 
member the conditions for each test shot, 
seems to be the way to approach the 


problem. 
Sometimes when there is a lot of 
mirage running, I'll pistol grip hold the 


rifle, instead of allowing it to free-recoil, 
which is my usual style of shooting. This 
way | can get a full field of view in the 
scope, and read the mirage quite a bit 
better. 

When conditions are nice, and there is 
just a little air movement, it becomes 
critical to have the angle and direction of 
the flags the same for each shot. Usually 
it is wise to watch the lighter material 
flags, as they show wind changes first. In 
windy conditons | prefer to watch heavy 
flags with paddles for the angle, and 
pinwheels for velocity. Wind socks really 
help on wild, windy days. 

One trick | learned applies when the 
shooter fired two shots with the wind 
flags in the same location, but they didn’t 
go together on the target, usually with

vertical dispersion. Let’s say that the 
flags are at five o'clock for both shots. 
However the first shot was fired when it 
was Calm, and the wind lifted gently from 
six o'clock, to put the flag at five o’clock. 
Then for the second shot, the flag was 
out there at three o’clock, on a decent 
wind, which then quickly dropped, and 
you shot when the flag was at five 
o'clock. The new shooter rationalizes 
that the flag was at five o’clock for each 
of the two shots, and they should have 
gone together. The more experienced 
shooter knows that one was fired on a 
pick up, and one was firedonaletup.... 
and sometimes they will go together... . 
but a lot of times they won't. | find it best 
to always try to shoot on a stable pickup, 
in preference to shooting a let up, unless 
it is settled and holding stable. 

Knowing where your group forms point 
of impact is also important. Let’s say, for 
purposes of discussion, that your group 
has been at six o’clock, right under the 
ten ring for the last two or three matches. 
You shoot your first shot on the next 
record group, anditis a bullet hole higher, 
and you are unable to see any condition 
change. | split the difference, and hold a 
HALF bullet high, with the feeling that 
sooner or later a shot will move back 
down under the ten ring. By holding only 
half the distance needed, | feel that | 
won't get caught over-holding, and | can 
still pull out of the dilemma with a group 
in the low two’s, and a whole hide. 

Watching a good shooter with a 
spotting scope has a lot of value. It is 
much easier to read the range standing 
behind the firing line, and you will notice 
condition changes that the shooter 
misses when he is squeezing off a shot. 

By watching either my son, Eric, or my 
brothers, Lee and Gordie, | can get a good 
idea which conditions are the more 
reliable to shoot in. Also, my son used the 
same rifles that | do, and | can make a 
pretty valid evaluation of how the 
equipment is performing. Sometimes we 
will change the powder charge, and one 
will test before the other loads his car- 
tridges for the next match. 
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Putting On A Benchrest Match 


Putting on a benchrest match is often 
a traumatic experience for anew club and 
often proves to be less than enjoyable for 
both the club members and competitors. 
This article will attempt to address the 
many problems with putting on a match 
and to serve as a guideline. This article 
is divided into two parts with the first part 
discussing the physical layout of a range, 
i.e., exactly what is needed to conduct a 
match. The second part discusses the 
match itself, both the preparations before 
and during the match. 


PART 1: Physical Layout of Range: 


If a range has already been built then 
there is not too much you can do except 
to correct the problems as much as 
possible. Also the physical layout of the 
land often creates difficulties. Unfortu- 
nately many of our ranges are built on 
land that no one else wants. 

When obtaining the land for the range 
it should be as flat as possible without 
ditches, gullies, hills, etc. Thus the 
shooter will be shooting on a level and not 
uphill or downhill. It is also easier for the 
target crew to get downrange. Where the 
land is uneven there is often a problem of 
putting up wind flags and it can also 
cause weird wind conditions that will 
affect your groups. If the land is level then 
it is easier to build up the backstop to an 
adequate level. If you are shooting 
downhill it is often impossible to get the 
backstop high enough to make it safe. 
You must also run electricity down range. 
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Normally a trench is dug and a heavy duty 
electric line is laid and covered. Uneven 
land will thus cause you many problems. 

While you may not be able to find a 
choice piece of land the building of the 
firing line should be carefully considered. 
Many clubs already have a firing line that 
is often inadequate for benchrest com- 
petition. The general membership often 
will not let them start anew. Money and 
expenses often dictate how you build 
your firing line. 

Assuming that you are lucky enough to 
build a new firing line and you have 
adequate finances, you should follow 
these guidelines. 

(1) Slab: You should pour a concrete 
slab at least ten feet in width. It should 
be as wide as possible to also provide a 
loading area. The only drawback to this 
type of loading area occurs when you 
have more than one relay and ear pro- 
tectors must be worn by the other relays 
while they do their loading, cleaning, etc. 
Itis also important that the slab be square 
with the target frames downrange. If you 
have a good friend who is a surveyor or 
engineer then please have him make sure 
that everything is square and the right 
distance. Many of our ranges are not set 
up right. Also hire a competent concrete 
worker to make sure that the slab is laid 
right. 

(2) Benches: A benchtop should be 
made out of concrete and steel. Wood top 
benches are entirely inadequate and 
should not be used. The use of concrete 
blocks as a base for the bench top should 
also not be used. Most of the benches 
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built with these concrete blocks are 
shaky and are easy prey to vandals as 
was recently shown in the August, 1983 
issue of ‘‘Precision Shooting’’ in refer- 
ence to the Council Bluffs, lowa range. At 
least six inch or larger steel pipe should 
be concreted in before the slab is poured. 
You can save on pipe by placing steel 
plates in the slab when you pour the 
concrete. Later the pipe is welded to 
these plates and also to the plates in the 
concrete top. This insures a steady 
bench. Make sure that you pour concrete 
in the pipe before welding the benchtop 
to the pipe as this not only increases 
rigidity but also prevents unneeded 
vibrations. Some clubs build complete 
frames for their benches and pour the 
concrete in one pouring. Others use 
cardboard cylinders to pour the legs of 
the benches. The St. Louis club used 
cardboard cylinders that large rugs or 
carpeting came in to pour their legs. You 
can still see the swirl in the concrete. 
After they poured the legs they cut the 
cardboard away and then made a frame 
for the top. Concrete was then poured in 
the frame. If you have access to cheap 
steel plate then you can cut the plate to 
the shape of the bench and tack weld a 
three or four inch steel strip on the top 
outer edge of this plate. Steel pipe is then 
welded to the bottom of this bench plate. 
The whole shebang is then concreted in 
the ground. A hole is cut into this plate 
so that the concrete will go into the pipe. 
Then pour your concrete and you have an 
extremely sturdy bench. 

Last but not least is the shape of the 
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bench. | have heard more cussing and 
swearing concerning their shape. Many 
ranges merely have a square bench with 
two corners cut off. These benches are 
effective but uncomfortable. The most 
comfortable type bench and one of the 
strongest is the ‘‘T’’ type bench with 
three pipe legs. This is being used in 
Austin, Texas and a few other clubs. The 
only criticism of this bench is that there 
is often not enough space to mount a 
spotting scope. The benches should be 
placed on six foot centers to provide 
enough space when left handed and right 
handed shooters sit next to each other 
and to prevent muzzle blast from af- 
fecting the other shooters. 

(3) Cover: Effective covers can be built 
with wood posts and tin. However, steel 
posts or pylons with a metallic cover not 
only looks better but will also last longer. 
Except for the desert Southwest, rain is 
often disastrous for benchrest matches. 
Therefore, the cover should be designed 
not for cosmetic purposes or to lessen 
noise but to insure that the competitor 
will not be rained on during a match. 
There should be at least a six foot 
overhang in the front and the cover 
should not be over eight feet high. This 
will no doubt increase the noise level but 
will most often keep your rifle dry except 
during intense storms. If your resources 
permit it you can install insulation to the 
bottom of the cover which will reduce the 
noise considerably. If you wear adequate 
ear protectors there is no problem with 
noise. You may even want an overhang 
on the back if you are using this area for 
loading. Don’t forget to have the range 
laid out so you are shooting due North. 
This will keep the sun out of your face as 
the sun cuts a Southern arc during the 
day. If this is not possible, an overhang 
on the cover will often help this problem 
especially during the summer when the 
sun is at a higher angle. 

The last matter to discuss concerning 
the physical aspects of the range is the 
target line. On the target line we have (1) 
the electric motor, cables, etc.; (2) sup- 
ports to hold the target frames; (3) target 
frame with target board and movable 
backer; and (4) stationary backer. 

(1) Electric Motor: To pull the movable 
backers you need an electric motor that 
is geared down. Usually the motor will pull 
the backer one inch per minute. The 
faster it pulls the backer the less chance 
of shots going in the same hole. You may 
want to increase the speed if you are not 
holding unrestricted matches and if the 
spacing of the targets allows it. The 
motor should be bolted to a concrete 
slab. This slab should be poured into the 
ground to prevent it from moving. A post 
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with pullys is usually attached to the slab. . 
The cable is then run from the motor to 
a pully on the post which is level with the 
bottom of the movable backer This in- 
sures that the movable backers are pulled 
with a minimum of strain and friction. 
(2) Supports for Target Frames: One of 
the biggest problems for the target frame 
are the supports that holds the fames in 
the ground. The target frames must 
always be lined up perfect and at the 
same height if the movable backers are 
going to work. The best solution is to 
mount the target frames on steel that is 
concreted in the ground which allows the 
target frames to swivel down when not in 
use. This necessitates two sets of target 
frames and also a dirt mound in front of 
the supports to prevent them from get- 
ting shot up. However, the use of the 
range and physical layout often makes it 
impossible to install your target frames 
permanently. The only other solution is to 
concrete pipe in the ground that will hold 
the target frames. But again you have 
problems. The ground is not level so 
some of the pipe will be out of the ground 
while at the other end the pipe may be a 
foot or more in the ground. Thus the 
target line should be leveled or preferably 
a level concrete walkway installed on 
each target line. The pipe should also be 
large enough so that the target frames 
can be inserted and taken out easily. 
Thus you must use wedges to insure that 
the target frame cannot move in the pipe. 
There are other solutions to this problem 
but the target frames must always be 
lined up perfectly and must be steady. 
(3) Target Frame: The preferable type 
of target frame is the continuous frame 
across the entire length of the firing line. 


Thus each target is the exact same 
distance as each bench. The shooter 
does not have to shoot at an angle as the 
bench and target is perfectly aligned. 
These types of frames are expensive to 
build and are very difficult to move. Most 
commonly you will see individual target 
frames with five targets on each frame. 
The frame will usually be ten feet in 
length. This causes only a slight problem 
in shooting at an angle and creates no 
real problem with the stationary backer. 
They are much more portable and there 
is need for only one set of target frames. 

The movable backer often creates 
problems for the target frame and the 
target crew. There must be some type of 
rail on which the movable backer rides 
and there must be a fixture on the 
movable backer so that the cable can be 
attached. This fixture must be attached 
to the movable backer in such a way that 
the cable will not pull it away from the 
backer. 

If you are using stationary backers or 
if you are attaching the paper to the back 
of the movable backer, you must make 
sure that you have holes cut in the target 
board and movable backer. These holes 
are to prevent the bullets from striking the 
boards. If this sounds confusing let me 
give you a situation that actually occurred 
during an NBRSA Varmint Nationals. The 
range hosting it had devised a new 
system wherein the paper was placed on 
the back of the movable backer. They had 
holes cut in the target board amd movable 
backer but they had added another board 
to the back of the movable backer which 
swiveled down so that the paper could be 
removed. When new paper was installed 
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it was swiveled back up so that it held the 
paper firmly. However, they failed to cut 
holes in this last board. They held a small 
registered match and it worked like a 
charm. For the Nationals they were 
forced to use stationary backers. The 
first cross fire caused mass confusion 
among the referees and stat crew. The 
cross fire could not be identified on the 
stationary backer! When the bullets hit 
the last board they expanded and/or 
disintegrated and flew in all directions. 
The stationary backer looked like it had 
been hit by bird shot. Thus make sure 
that both the target board and movable 
backer have holes cut in the right place. 
Don’t make the holes ovesize as this will 
weaken the board. Oversize holes will 
also allow the wind to play hell with your 
targets and backers. 

Placing paper on the back of the 
movable backer is the easiest way to 
place and remove it. In fact it is better to 
use individual cardboard backers as 
George Kelbly does. They are stiff and 
will not usually be affected by the wind. 
George attaches them with clips but there 
are other ways that could be devised. For 
my club | am going to staple a narrow 
strip or ‘‘Visqueen”’ or some type of clear 
plastic to the back of the backer board 
and insert individual cardboard backers 
for each target. 

(4) Stationary Backers: Both the IBS 
and NBRSA require stationary backers at 
their Nationals. The Southeastern Re- 
gion of the NBRSA also requires them for 
all registered matches. It is without doubt 
the most preferable way to conduct a 
match as all crossfires can usually be 
identified. However, this is another target 
frame you must build. You must have 
more pipe in the ground to hold the 
frames and they must be level and in 
perfect alignment with the target frames. 
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You also need additional people on the 
target crew to help with the stationary 
backers. 

| hope that | have not discouraged 
anyone from putting on a match as the 
above physical requirements must be 
met if you are going to conduct a suc- 
cessful benchrest match. Everyone 
keeps hoping that some simple foolproof 
system could be devised for benchrest 
shooting, especially concerning the 
backer systems. 


PART 2: Holding the Match: 


Well our range is not perfect but we 
must operate with what we have. Lets 
assume that we are putting on a regional 
match and we will have at least two or 
three relays. What are we going to need? 
One man can put on a match but he will 
soon burn out. Further, it is important to 
get as many people involved in order to 
build up interest, to lighten the load and 
provide for future leaders as it is in- 
evitable that some will drop out in the 
future. 

Thus a rifle committee should be 
formed with an elected chairman. The 
chairman will then appoint a target chief, 
stat chief and food chief. Each chief will 
then appoint other shooters to help them 
(if there are any left). 

The target chief has the responsibility 
of making sure that he will have sufficient 
personnel for the target crew on the day 
of the match. This sounds easy but is 
often the most difficult part of preparing 
for the match. It is hard to find de- 
pendable persons to work on the target 
crew for less than minimum wages. In- 
variably matches are on weekends when 
these people would prefer to be doing 
more enjoyable things. Most often the 
kids of the shooters and their friends 
make up the target crew. They have no 
choice. Some clubs give credits towards 
members dues for helping during mat- 
ches. Other clubs get Boy Scouts or other 
civic groups to work. Often they prove to 
be not too dependable. 

At least a week before the match the 
target chief should make sure the motor 
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is working; that there is electricity 
downrange; that he has enough cable; 
that the target frames are not bent or shot 
up; that the target boards and movable 
backers do not need to be replaced; that 
the supports in the ground for the target 
frames have not been bent by the mower 
or shot up; etc., etc. He must make sure 
that all equipment needed for the match 
is in perfect working order. 

If the target chief is shooting during the 
match he must appoint a member of the 
target crew to take his place. However, 
often this will be a teenager and both he 
and the chairman must make sure that 
the match is being run smoothly. 

The stat chief has the responsibility of 
lining up a scorer. This is often impossible 
as most persons are simply not know- 
ledgable enough to measure benchrest 
targets. Most often he must simply do it 
himself or train someone how to use a 
vernier caliper. If he is lucky he will find 
an engineer, machinist, or other know- 
ledgable person to measure the targets. 
He must also line up at least one person, 
and preferably more, to assist the scorer 
and to record the results. Hopefully, he 
will have a member who has a computer 
to record and print the results. 

The stat chief must also mark all 
targets for competitor number and relay. 
He must mark backers and cut them if 
necessary. He must make sure the 
scoring device is working properly. He 
must check out the stat house to make 
sure he has electricity. 

The stat chief should also appoint the 
range officer. If the range officer is not a 
knowledgable shooter he should make 
sure that he is given a rule book before 
the match and the more common rules 
should be explained to him in detail. It is 
discouraging to see a new shooter (or old 
shooter) crossfire and the range officer 
cannot help him or simply does not know 
the rule on cross fires. 

The stat chief should make sure he has 
the proper number of registration cards. 
He should do it himself or appoint 
someone from the stat crew to hand out 
these registration cards; collect them 
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with the registration fee; and prepare a 
list of names for the drawing of benches. 
The referees should be supplied with 
printed numbers on cards so that they 
can conduct the drawing of benches. The 
stat chief should also provide a scale for 
the weighing of rifles and make sure that 
it is done correctly. 

While the stat chief is running around 
before the match the chairman should 
make sure that all is running smoothly. He 
and the range officer should get together 
and make sure that the PA system is 
working properly; that they have elec- 
tricity down range; that the target crew 
has the targets and backers, etc. In 
general the chairman must make sure 
that the target chief and stat chief with 
their assistants have done their job. Most 
importantly during the match he must 
make sure that everything is running 
smoothly and must solve problems as 
they occur. The chairman will be blamed 
if anything goes wrong. He must often 
serve as electrician, janitor, bottle 
washer, diplomat and other sundry 
duties, too numerous to list here. 

‘“‘Murphy’s Law’”’ is perfectly suited for 
a benchrest match. Most shooters 
probably don’t realize how many times 
the electricity goes off; the cables break; 
targets out of order; target crew failing to 
check backers, etc. Rain and bad 
weather can and often does aggravate 
these problems. They must be corrected 
by the chairman and his chiefs. 

Finally the shooting match has begun. 
Generally the concern of the club is to 
make sure that the targets are placed 
correctly and that the movable backer 
system is working; that the targets are 
correctly measured and posted as soon 
as possible; that the results are entered 
and posted timely and that any penalties 
or rule violations are promptly and cor- 
rectly decided either by the statistician or 
referees in accordance with the rule book. 

The target chief must not only make 
sure that the targets. and backers are 
removed and new ones installed in a 
minimum of time but that the backers 
have the required number of shots. If any 
backer does not have the required 
number of shots then it should be re- 
ported to the scorer immediately. Also 
the target chief should instruct his target 
crew to look for backers with more than 
the required number of shots. This is very 
important as the rule book states that it 
is the duty of the competitor to report all 
cross fires. If a stationary backer is being 
used it is almost never removed after 
each match. One of the target crew 
simply goes down the line pasting a piece 
of paper over the group on the stationary 
backer. If a shooter leaves the bench 
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early he will not see a subsequent 
crossfire and thus cannot report it. The 
shooter who crossfired may feel it went 
into his group. However, an alert target 
crew can often prevent this from hap- 
pening. The groups on the stationary 
backer should never be pasted over until 
the movable backers have been checked. 
If you find more than the required number 
of shots on a target then instruct the 
target crew to look for a target with less 
than the required number of shots. The 
stationary backer for those targets can 
then be checked for a crossfire although 
a crossfire was not reported. This can 
prevent a lot of heartache as it cost a 
good friend a chance at a national 
championship. 

While the target crew is humping it 
down range the stat crew is busily 
measuring the targets; entering the re- 
sults in the computer; and hopefully 
posting the targets and results before the 
competitor shoots his next match. The 
statistician must be knowledgable con- 
cerning the rule book and must fairly and 
without prejudice assess penalties. The 
duties of the statistician are specifically 
set out in the rule book. It is his duty to 
assess penalties for cross fires and 
missing shots. He should not shirk his 
duty by calling the referees to assess 
penalties. The referees should only be 
called when there has been a protest filed 
and/or the statistician is in doubt. You will 
often see the statistician try to ‘‘pass the 
buck’’ to the referees every time there is 
a penalty to be assessed. This often 
takes the statistician ‘‘off the hook’ and 
he remains the ‘‘nice guy.’’ However, this 
doesn't solve anything and merely pro- 
longs the match. 

Hopefully, everyone including the 
chairman have done their duties, and 
‘“‘Murphy”’ has not raised his ugly head, 
and the match is running smoothly. 

Last but not least the food chief often 
has a thankless job. The location of the 
range often decides his duties. If the 
range is way out in the ‘‘boondocks’’ then 
it is imperative that you have food at the 
range for the noon meal. Also the food 
chief is responsible for seeing that there 
is adequate drinking water and other 
refreshments at the range. If there is 
camping at the range he can be assigned 
the duties of seeing that whatever 
hookups are available are working and in 
general that he take care of the campers. 

It has been difficult to find a range 
officer, scorer, stat crew and target crew. 
The food chief has the burden of finding 
a cooking crew. He has an extra burden 
if the range doew not have a club house 
with cooking facilities. Some shooters 
will not like the food no matter how well 


cooked and the club will soon find that 
they are losing money on the food. Most 
will often solve this problem very easily. 
They will have a civic group, school 
organization or caterer to come out to the 
range and serve the food. The club will 
allow them to keep all the profit but the 
club will have no responsiblity or losses. 

If a club is fortunate in having its range 
located only a few miles from restaurants 
or fast food outlets then it is very simple 
to give a lunch break and allow the 
shooters to get their own meals. 

If the club provides for a ‘‘Happy 
Hour,’ cocktail party and/or banquet 
then the food chief should be in charge of 
all the arrangements. He should, if at all 
possible, avoid extra duties by getting 
caterers to provide the services with a 
minimum of work by himself and his 
assistants. Often times the well runs dry 
and volunteers cannot be found. 

In summary the real success of any 
benchrest match, no matter what or- 
ganization you have or lack of it,.is the 
dedication of a few individuals in putting 
on the best match possible. Usually the 
only rewardis a few ‘‘thank yous” and the 
pride of seeing it turn out right. While the 
general membership seems only con- 
cerned with shooting as much as 
possible, the opinions and advice of the 
people putting on the matches has been 
largely ignored. It is highly possible that 
both the NBRSA and IBS could end up 
not having a national match because of 
inadequate facilities. Loss of ranges, 
untimely death or simply a few people 
saying ‘‘to hell with it’’ could seriously 
affect the holding of these large matches. 
Considering the high cost of building a 
range and putting on a match, there is 
little money to be made in this game. This 
makes it very difficult to convince your 
club officers to invest large amounts of 
money for the primay benefit of the few 
benchrest shooters in the club. Thus in 
closing be kind to those hosting matches; 
listen to their advice and opinions; and 
please get involved in putting on a 
benchrest match. You don’t know what 
you’re missing!

Dear Dave: 

| just came across the item on page 7 
of the September PS wherein Mr. Merrill 
D. Martin writes to CBA’s Frank Stanard 
regarding barrels of StressProof steel. | 
would like to comment, and you can pass 
along to your readers whatever you wish. 

First, | was not aware that CBA was 
“‘recommending’”’ StressProof steel, and 
found it doubtful that we were, since in 
the November/December 1981 issue of 
our newsletter, THE FOULING SHOT, we 
ran a feature article reprinted from 
ASSRA’s newsletter which reported a 
“blowup” of a Ballard rifle that had been 
rebarreled with a StressProof barrel. 
That article carried a fairly comprehen- 
sive discussion of the shortcomings of 
StressProof, with comments from the 
steelmaker, the barrelmaker, and the 
shooters who witnessed and experi- 
enced the blowup. In short, we were well 
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aware that StressProof was unsuitable 
for rifle barrels. 

After some investigation, | found that 
one of the publications distributed by our 
Member Services (and also by ASSRA, | 
believe) is a 24 page pamphlet by single 
shot gunsmith Edmond Lewis, titled ‘‘The 
Lead Bullet from Breach to Muzzle.’’ On 
the first page of this pamphlet the author 
comments that he makes his barrels from 
Stressproof steel. | suppose this 
pamphlet is the literature to which Mr. 
Martin refers. 

We distribute this pamphlet primarily 
for historical interest. At one time a 
number of gunsmiths of the singleshot 
genre used StressProof barrels, and | 
suppose any awareness of the potential 
for problems didn’t come along until a few 
“incidents” occurred such as that which 
Mr. Martin cites. Solely for historical 
perspective, it should be pointed out that 
many thousands of rounds were fired in 
many hundreds of barrels for every 
incident that occurred. 

The last major user of StressProof that 
| am aware of was Rich Hoch of Mon- 
trose, CO, but he went over to using 
121-14 steel some time ago. | witnessed 
a blowup of a rifle with a c. 1980 Hoch 
barrel at one of our matches in 1981. The 
cause was eventually diagnosed as being 
a case neck 0.004” too large for the tight 
neck chamber. While the action was 
wrecked, the barrel held, even though the 
rear .5” or so of the chamber was en- 
larged, apparently by the high temper- 
ature, high pressure gas flow. The point 
here is that whatever Hoch was using in 
1980 was certainiy not prone to cata- 
strophic failures. Just as a point of 
interest, | might mention that | just used 
a Hoch barrel of the same vintage to win 
the Open Class Grand Aggregates at our 
Seventh National Rifle Tournament 
Using Cast Bullets. 

In summary, | want to assure Mr. 
Martin that we are well aware of the 
potential hazards of Stressproof for gun 
barrels. | am glad that he raised the issue 
though, since it would probably be wise 
for us in the future to insert a footnote in 
the pamphlet in question, to the effect 
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that Stressproof has since been found 
dangerous for use in gun barrels. 
| guess one of the reasons | felt 
compelled to respond was that | don’t 
want your readers to get the impression 
CBA members are a bunch of yokels 
fabricating gun barrels out of strap iron 
out behind the barn. We’re a bunch of 
yokels using Hart barrels like everyone 
else, and for the most part our rifles of the 
latest generation would not raise an 
eyebrow at any IBS or NBRSA match. 
Here’s wishing good shooting to 
everyone.

Dear Dave: 

| just read Geza Nagy’s most excellent 
article,“‘The Bullet in Flight’ in the 
September PS. | much admire the fine 
effort he put forth in performing and 
reporting his intriguing experiments. 

| have been studying the mathematics 
of the flight of spin stabilized projectiles 
on a Casual basis for several years now, 
and from my readings, | would like to 
make the following suggestion for why 
the boat-tail bullets showed greater 
dispersion at 200 yards. 

One of the factors effecting the ‘‘yaw’’ 
of a bullet (in addition to the gyroscopic 
forces which give it its primary stability) 
is the damping of the yawing motion by 
aerodynamic effects. It is my un- 
derstanding from reading some texts on 
artillery projectiles that of conventional 
designs, a flat based projectile has the 
highest damping, a boat-tail projectile, 
fair damping, and in the extreme, a 
spherical based projectile would have 
very little damping. Without damping, a 
bullet set into pitching/yawing motion by 
some disturbance (or leaving the barrel 
that way) would never ‘‘settle down’ to 
straight-on flight. 

| hypthesize that both the flat and 
boat-tailed bullets in the experiment were 
disturbed a similar amount by passing 
through the first target, however, the flat 
based bullets, having greater damping, 
settled down sooner than the lower- 
damped boat-tails, resulting in less 
downrange dispersion. 

It would be interesting to repeat the 
experiment, having the first target sloped 
45° to the bullet’s flight, which | would 
think would perturb the bullet more, but 
always in the same direction. It would be 
interesting to see if the downrange dif- 
ferences were more pronounced, and 
what those differences might tell us. 

| hope Geza continues to experiment, 
and reports his results to us again.

THE AGENDA ITEMS LISTED BELOW WILL BE CONSIDERED FOR RULE CHANGES AT THEIBS WINTER MEETING 
TO BE HELD ON JANUARY 14 & 15, 1984 AT THE HOLIDAY INN IN PAINTED POST, NEW YORK. 


. Accept the temporary changes ap- 


proved at the 1983 annual meeting. 


. Change the 300 yard benchrest 


target to include the sighter target on 
the same piece of paper as the re- 
cord target. A proposed target has 
been submitted by the Mainville Club 
and will be available for member 
review at the winter meeting. It is 
also proposed that the target be 
printed in red. 


. Change the precision rifleman 


awards system to allow a minimum 
number of points to be earned when 
there are less than 20 competitors. 
In other words change the existing 
system of 20-49 shooters and over 
50 shooters to 5-19 shooters, 20-49 
shooters, and over 50 shooters. 


. If item 3 is adopted, make it retro- 


active to the beginning of IBS 
competition. 

The 1983 audit committee recom- 
mends that the IBS Treasurer’s 
accounts be audited by a CPA every 
two years to coincide with the 
election of a new Treasurer. 


. Include the aggregate patches, 


championship patches, precision 
rifleman awards, traveler and keeper 
plaques and match pins as rules in 
the rulebook. The wording of these 
rules would be developed by a 
committee appointed by the Presi- 
dent. The rules would be developed 
based on the current practices used. 


. It is recommended that the Sporter 


Class and the Light Varmint Class be 
combined into a single 10% pound 
gun class with no caliber restrictions. 
(The existing rules for the LV class 
would be used). The records would 
be determined by consolidating the 
existing records and recognizing the 
smaller record in each case. 

It is recommended that all currently 
recognized 5 shot groups and ag- 
gregates for the Heavy Bench Class 
be dropped from official IBS rec- 
ognition. 


. It is recommended that a Benchrest 


Hall of Fame be established for the 
IBS using the same rules that exist 
for the NBRSA Hall of Fame. Points 
would be awarded for IBS compe- 
tition since the inception of the IBS 
per the data that has been collected 
by Dave Brennan and Al Angerman.

It is recommended that all clubs 
holding IBS registered matches be 
mandated to have, for the first match 
of each class, a minimum of two large 
pieces of paper, with new benchrest 
targets affixed thereto for those 
needing to sight-in. 

Require any club holding a registered 
match with over 30 competitors to 
provide a minimum number of tro- 
phies (or plaques or equiv.) to the 
first three at each yardage and grand 
aggregate for each class. 

It is recommended that the Heavy 
Bench Championships be separated 
from the Varmint Championships 
and the Sporter Class be returned to 
the Varmint Championships. 

It is recommended for championship 
matches that a maximum fee of 
$12.00 for the first gun of each day 
be established and that a maximum 
fee of $6.00 be established for each 
additional gun each day. 

It is recommended that the use of 
stationary backers be made man- 
datory for all registered IBS group 
shoots. 

It is recommended that the following 
caliber change rule be implemented: 
Competitors changing calibers be- 
fore or during competition must 
complete a caliber change card im- 
mediately and prior to the effective 
match. Caliber change cards will be 
available from the range officer and 
must be returned to the range officer 
as the competitor goes to the line. A 
competitor who does not report a 
change to a larger caliber will not be 
given the credit. A competitor who 
does not report a change to a smaller 
caliber will be subject to disqualifi- 
cation. An exception to this rule 
would be if a competitor developed 
a rifle or ammunition problem during 
the actual firing of a match will not be 
disqualified if a gun borrowed is of 
different caliber and that change is 
reported immediately at the end of 
the effected match. The referees 
would determine the appropriate 
measurement method for the ef- 
fected target. 

It is recommended that it be made a 
rule that practicing on empty targets 
be disallowed and a crossfire penalty 
be assessed for each practice shot 
fired on an empty target.

Require some shower facilities at 
any club holding a IBS Champion- 
ship. 

Require the IBS Championships to 
be bid for, dates set, and awarded 
two years in advance. 


Set up the IBS section of the Pre- 
cision Shooting magazine with a 
match schedule similar to the one 
used in the NBRSA section. That is 
— include the name of the club, 
name of person to contact, address 
of contact person, phone number of 
contact person, start time of mat- 
ches, and whether or not warmup 
matches will be fired. 

Establish a penalty for any shots that 
are outside the border of the target 
yet remain on the paper versus the 
existing ‘‘DNQ’’.

Change the hunter rule concerning 
caliber to make it required that cases 
for hunter competition be of 30-30 
case capacity or greater. 

Require Ranges to have dark colored 
material behind the sighter and re- 
cord target areas in order that 
shooters can see their shots. 
Change the wording in the rule book 
where it requires the referees to be 
present for the drawing of benches. 
The referees should be able to 
monitor this on a discretionary basis. 
Change the order in which the IBS 
Championships are run. That is, 
shoot LV&HV 100 yards on the first 
day, LV&HV 200 yards on the second 
day, HB 100 yards on the third day, 
and HB 200 yards on the final day. 
Change the Match Course of fire for 
the IBS Championships to a four gun 
Championship and run it from 
Monday thru Saturday.

The awesome depth of talent in hunter 
class in Louisiana was vividly demon- 
strated in the June 26 match at Hub City, 
in Lafayette, Louisiana; when 22 
shooters showed up to have a go at it. 
The top five were: (1) Weldon Laviolette 
250-11X; (2) Russell Waterman 249-15X; 
(3) Richard LeBlanc 249-13X; (4) Gary 
Vincent 249-12X; and (5) John Guillory 
249-11X. Weldon Laviolette of Lafayette, 
fired a .308, on a Remington 700 action, 
McMillan barrel, Weaver T-6 scope, and 
a load of 40.9 grains of H4895, behind 
168 grain Sierra bullets. 

Pat Stahly, in his first benchrest match, 
shooting a heavy factory rifle, shot a 
tremendous 247-12X, which breaks the 
range record for that class. Another new 
shooter, Dan Gardiner, also fired a 247. 
Finally, that 250 of Weldon Laviolette’s 
was his second consecutive perfect 
score. 

Looking over the match report, | see 
that a 247-11X was good for tenth place, 
and these people have guys just starting 
who fire 247’s in their first match, some 
with factory rifles. Fellows who cannot 
make the club team in Lafayette would be 
regarded as the key man on other TCL 
teams. Must be something in the air down 
there; can’t explain it otherwise. 

The Editor points out to his Louisiana 
associates that not once in this report did 
he incorrectly identify any of the shooters 
as coming from Texas. A little credit 
where credit is due, if you please, Louis!

The Gulf Coast had their regionals for 
unlimited and sporter classes at the Fort 
Stockton range on July 2 and 3; twenty 
shooters brought their heavy artillery and 
twenty-nine shooters showed up for the 
light class. Weather was typical for 
Texas; windy with a lot of mirage. 

In the unlimited class, The Bearded 
Wonder, Howard Dietz, took the yardage 
win at 100 yards, with a .3464, followed 
by some guy in a T-shirt with a “The 
Deuce is Good Enuf for Me’’ decal 
(believed to have been Allan Hall), .3564, 
Larry Baggett was third, .3652, and 
Charles Huckeba fourth, .3790. At 200 
yards, the rankings were: (1) Jef Fowler, 
.4558; (2) Larry Baggett, .4693; (3) Leon 
Gass, .5213; and (4) The Guy in the T- 
shirt, .5612. The grand agg was won by 
Larry Baggett, .4172; (2) Jef Fowler, 
.4307; (3) Leon Gass, .4526; (4) Allan Hall, 
.4588; and (5) Howard Dietz, .5099. 

Larry Baggett of Fort Stockton, Texas 
fired a .22PPB, on a Stolle action, Shilen 
barrel, Lyman-Siebert 36X scope, and an 
unspecified load of Ball C1 powder, 
behind 52 grain Simonson bullets, 
smithed and stocked by himself. In the 
submitted match report, Larry Baggett 
tells me that this win took place on his 
birthday, but he quotes an age that | have 
reservations about, and hesitate to quote 


here. In mitigation, | have not hada Texan 
lie to me .... yet today .... this is 
written at 8:00 A.M. (7:00 A.M. in Texas). 

In the sporter class, Frank Wilson had 
a big win with a .2620, then it was: (2) 
Richard Foster, .3082; (3) Gary Sandlin, 
.3120; and (4) Alvin Davidson, .3126. At 
200 yards, Jef Fowler took this yardage 
win again, with a .3644, followed by: (2) 
Guy Wilson, .4003; (3) Howard Dietz, 
.4014, and (4) Jacob Gottfredson, .4087. 

The grand agg went to Frank Wilson, 
.3512; (2) Jacob Gottfredson, .3657; (3) 
Jef Fowler, .3768; (4) Howard Dietz, 
.3838; and (5) Turk Takano, .3994. Frank 
Wilson of Austin, Texas fired a 6PPC, on 
an XP-100 action, Shilen barrel, 
Lyman-Siebert 30X scope, and a load of 
31.0 grains of 748 powder behind his own 
68 grain bullets, smithed by Larry Bag- 
gett, and stocked by himself. The match 
report, by Mr. Baggett, makes no men- 
tion of Frank Wilson’s birthday, so we 
must presume that Sunday was not Mr. 
Wilson’s 39th birthday, unlike the other 
grand agg winner. 


Sherwood 


Sherwood, Oregon’s Tri-County Gun 
Club hosted the Northwest Regionals for 
heavy varmint and light varmint on July 
9 and 10. The weather was disappointing 
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. in that it was pretty nice, and the 
many veterans of the range, who showed 
up in overcoats, parkas and overshoes 
found themselves a trifle uncomfortable 
for the two days. 

The nineteen competitors in light 
varmint saw Gene Harwood get off to a 
good start with the win at 100 yards, via 
a .2698 agg, narrowly beating John Fry’s 
.2718, which figure was followed by Harry 
Romasko’s .2784, and Chet William’s 
.2830. Small group went to John Fry, 
.165. At 200 yards, two shooters were far 
ahead of the pack; Del Bishop was the 
yardage winner .2375, and John Fry was 
within striking distance with a .2449.... 
then it was a ways back to Gene Harwood 
.3653, and John Alexander, .3705. Small 
group went to Del Bishop, .312. 

In the grand, when there is that much 
of a margin, in favor of one or two, at 200 
yards, that usually determines the grand 
agg winner, and forget the shorter stage. 
John Fry, second at both yardages, took 
the grand title convincingly, with a .2583 
figure, followed by: (2) Del Bishop, :3169; 
(3) Gene Harwood, .3175, and (4) Chet 
Williams, .3329. John Fry of Bremerton, 
Washington fired a 6PPC on a sleeved 
Remington action, Hart barrel, 36X 
Leupold, and a mild load of 26.0 grains of 
H322 behnd his own 69 grain bullets. 

In the heavy varmint class, Del Bishop 
decided to win at a different yardage, just 
for variety, and took the 100 yard stage 
with a .2382 agg, trailed by: (2) Harry 
Romasko, .2596; (3) Jim Folwell, .2872; 
and (4) Gene Harwood, .2878. Small 
group was Mel Hatfield’s .142. At 200 
yards, Gene Harwood also decided to win 
at a different yardage, and this time he 
took the 200 yard crown with his .2795 
figure. Bill Campbell was second, .3138, 
Doc Vosburgh was third, .3157, and John 
Fry fourth, .3382. Small group also went 
to Gene Harwood for his .315. 

In the grand, it was: (1) Gene Harwood, 
.2836; (2) Jim Folwell, .3138; (3) Del 
Bishop, .3152; (4) Harry Romasko, .3186. 
Gene Harwood, of St. Helens, Oregon 
fired a .22 Waldog in a sleeved XP-100 
action, Hart barrel, Leupold 24X scope, 
and a load of 24.0 grains of 748 powder, 
behind 52 grain boat-tail bullets made in 
Simonson dies. 
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
